These teachers will now compete 
for the 2009 Kentucky Teacher 
of the Year Award, which will be 
announced next month. 

The teachers honored from 
this area are:

All 24 teachers will be hon- 
ored at a ceremony in Frankfort 
October 22 in the State Capitol 
Building. Representatives of the 
Kentucky Department of Educa- 
tion, the Governor’s Office and 
Ashland will be on hand to honor 
the teachers and to recognize the 
Kentucky Elementary, Middle 
and High School Teachers of the 
Year. From that group of three 
finalists, the Kentucky Teacher 
of the Year will be named and 
will represent the state in the 
National Teacher of the Year 
competition. 

Ashland will present the 24 
TAA recipients with cash awards 
and framed certificates at the 



awards ceremony in Frankfort. 
The three Kentucky Teachers of 
the Year also will receive cash 
awards and custom-designed 
glassware commemorating their 
accomplishments, and all 24 edu- 
cators will be honored at a spe- 
cial luncheon that day. 

The Kentucky Teacher 
Awards program combines the 
best elements of the Ashland Inc. 
Teacher Achievement Awards 
and the Kentucky Teacher of the 
Year programs. This marks the 
eighth year the Department of 
Education and Ashland have 
jointly honored Kentucky educa- 
tors. 

Judging was conducted in 
August by a blue-ribbon panel of 
veteran educators, many of 
whom have more than 30 years 
of teaching experience. Applica- 
tions included information on the 
nominees’ teaching philosophies, 
their teaching experiences and 
involvement in their respective 
communities, as well as letters of 
recommendation from peers, stu- 
dents, parents, administrators and 
others. 

Ashland has recognized out- 
standing Kentucky teachers with 
its Teacher Achievement Awards 
since 1988. More than $550,000 
has been awarded to nearly 350 
teachers of grades K to 12. 



The emergency legislation to 
ease the credit crisis includes 
“several billion dollars in educa- 
tion and road funding for some 
of the nation’s most remote com- 
munities, through programs 
aimed at helping areas with large 
swaths of untaxed federal land,” 
reports Bettina Boxall of the Los 
Angeles Times. The biggest item 
was a four-year extension of the 
eight-year-old program to com- 
pensate counties with national- 
forest land for decreases in log- 
ging. 

“Rural counties, most of them 
in the West, have collected about 
$500 million a year under the 
program,” Boxall writes. “Or- 
egon, California and Washington 
have been the biggest beneficia- 
ries. The initial round of fund- 
ing expired two years ago, and 
since then attempts to extend the 
program have been buffeted by 
politics. At one point the Bush 
administration proposed selling 
national forest parcels to raise 
money for the payments. Last 
year a one-year extension was 
included in an Iraq war funding 
bill. This year advocates attached 
funding proposals to various 
bills, only to see the money 
dropped at the last minute. The 
financial uncertainty prompted 
widespread cutbacks in school 
staffing and programs.” 

The bailout bill also contained 
a four-year extension for the pay- 
ment-in-lieu-of-taxes program, 
in which the federal government 
compensates local governments 
for taking land off the tax rolls, 
and a one-year extension, to 
2010, of the $9 million annual 
appropriation to the Abandoned 
Mine Reclamation Fund.

Forest supervisor orders 
emergency campfire ban 



On Monday, Oct. 6, Forest 
Supervisor Jerome Perez issued 
an emergency order that bans 
campfires outside of developed 
recreation areas. The order pro- 
hibits “building, maintaining, at- 
tending or using fire, charcoal or 
campfire outside of a developed 
recreational site” on the Daniel 
Boone National Forest. In addi- 
tion, the order bans all fireworks 
forest- wide. This order will re- 
main in effect until further notice 
or up to 120 days. 

“The emergency order is nec- 
essary to ensure public safety,” 
Perez said. “This is a preventive 
measure to further reduce risks 
of escaped campfires, which of- 
ten result in uncontrolled wild- 
land fires during this time of year. 

“Firefighters have been fight- 
ing a fire all weekend in the Red 
River Gorge that is a result of an 
abandoned campfire that es- 
caped. Unfortunately, this camp- 



fire turned into a 567-acre wild- 
fire, requiring hundreds of hours 
of work by more than 50 
firefighters and other Forest Ser- 
vice personnel.” 

Without significant precipita- 
tion, an active fire season is ex- 
pected this fall throughout Ken- 
tucky. According to the National 
Weather Service in Jackson, Ky., 
several drought conditions con- 
tinue for parts of Eastern Ken- 
tucky. A recent drought informa- 
tion statement by the NWS has 
documented September 2008 as 
the driest September on record 
for London, Ky., and the second 
driest for Jackson. 

Some rain is predicted in the 
forecast later this week, which 
may bring some temporary relief 
from the drought. However, 
without continuing rainfall, the 
forest ground fuels typically dry 
within a couple of days. 

“I encourage all campers and 



all other visitors to the forest to 
use extreme caution with fire and 
to help our firefighters by report- 
ing any activities that could re- 
sult in an uncontrolled fire,” 
Perez said. 

Any individual or group re- 
sponsible for causing a wildfire 
can be held liable for the costs of 
suppression. Violations of the 
forest supervisor’s order may be 
punishable by a fine up to $5,000 
for an individual and up to 
$10,000 for a group or organiza- 
tion, including the potential for 
imprisonment up to six months. 

Currently, nearly 50 Kentucky 
counties have issued county- 
wide fire bans under county 
judge executive orders. While 
several of these counties include 
National Forest System (NFS) 
lands of the Daniel Boone Na- 
tional Forest, the forest supervi- 
sor is applicable only to NFS 
lands.

Cleaning Up Court 
Construction Mess 

Chief Justice Moving To Rebuild Trust 



The first step, it’s often said, 
to solving a problem is acknowl- 
edging it. 

Kentucky Supreme Court 
Chief Justice John D. Minton, Jr., 
did just that last week when he 
announced several changes in the 
near-billion-dollar construction 
budget for courthouses, also 
known as judicial centers, in 
Kentucky. 

The new chief justice said he’s 
making the proposal to “shore up 
public confidence” in the pro- 
gram, a subtle but real way of 
saying the courthouse building 
boom has damaged trust in our 
state’s court system. 

To recap: In the last decade, 
under then Chief Justice Joseph 
Lambert, Kentucky has spent 
more than $880 million on 65 
new courthouses. Elaborate pal- 
aces have been built in some of 
our poorest counties, often dis- 
placing significant historic build- 
ings. 

Although the program is rife 
with cronyism and most contracts 
are let without competitive bid- 
ding, there’s been very little out- 
side oversight. 

The Administrative Office of 
he Courts, which runs the pro- 
gram, is immune from the state’s 
open-records law, so it can decide 



what it wants to let the public 
know about these huge expendi- 
tures. 

Minton hasn’t pledged yet to 
completely open AOC records, as 
we would like, but he has taken 
some important steps: 

•Creating an online tracking 
system for “every penny” spent 
on these projects. 

•Taking steps to include pub- 
lic input on projects, including 
better notice of meetings of the 
boards that oversee them. 

•Asking the National Center 
for State Courts to take a look at 
AOC’s administrative proce- 
dures. 

•Asking State Auditor Crit 
Luallen to take “a closer look” 
at judicial center projects. 

These actions are a good sign 
of Minton’s interest in creating a 
culture of accountability in this 
huge, flawed program that he in- 
herited from his predecessor. 

But they are just first steps 
toward changing a system that 
has support because it has spread 
building projects around the state 
while enriching key people. 

It will take time and determi- 
nation to finally arrive at a fun- 
damentally better system. 

We wish Minton well and urge 
him to keep at it.

Questions and answers about 
public notices 



Public notices published in 
newspapers provide citizens a 
window into government. Most 
of the information for the follow- 
ing questions and answers comes 
from the booklet “Public Notice: 
An American Tradition, An Ex- 
amination of the Role of News- 
papers in Public Notice,” pub- 
lished by the Public Notice Re- 
source Center and American 
Court & Commercial Newspa- 
pers. 

1) What is a public notice? 

A public notice is information 

informing citizens of government 
or government-related activities 
that affect citizens’ everyday 
lives. 

2) Why do we need public 
notices? 

An important premise found 
in both federal and local govern- 
ments is that information about 
government activities must be 
accessible in order for the elec- 
torate to make well-informed 
decisions. Public notices in 
newspapers provide this sort of 
accessibility to citizens who want 
to know more about government 
activities. 

3) What is the history of pub- 
lic notices? 

The history of public notice 
begins long before the emergence 
of newspapers. The concept has 
existed since early civilizations 
posted notices in public squares. 
This crude method was eventu- 
ally refined with the publication 
of the first publication of the first 
English language newspaper in 
1665 - a court newspaper called 
The Oxford Gazette. 

In America, the Acts of the 
First Session of the First Con- 
gress in 1789 required that all 
bills, orders, resolutions and con- 
gressional votes be published in 
at least three publicly available 
newspapers. 

Upholding the public’s right 
to know has been essential to our 
country’s way of life since day 
one. Our government governs 
with the consent of people, and 
this consent must be informed. 

4) What are some examples of 
a public notices? 

There are many kinds of pub- 
lic notices. Publication of pro- 
posed budgets for local govern- 
ments, notices of local govern- 
ment hearings, bid notices, board 
and agency meeting minutes and 
pre-election notices are just a few 
examples. 

5) Are newspapers the most 
effective vehicle for public no- 
tices? 

Public notices published in 
newspapers ensures readership 
by those most likely to be inter- 
ested in or affected by the no- 
tices. Plus, the notices arrive at 
readers’ homes or places of work 
in a newspaper filled with local 
news and information that com- 
pels readership. 

Newspapers are paid to pub- 
lish public notices, which guar- 
antees that valuable newspaper 
space will be devoted to notify- 



ing the public. The system works 
the same way in which qualified 
vendors are paid to provide 
goods and services to govern- 
ment entities, such as contractors 
who build schools and roads or 
an office supplies store that wins 
a bid to sell office supplies to a 
government agency. 

In recent years, some have 
questioned the need to publish 
notices in local newspapers, say- 
ing that the Internet has become 
so widely used that it represents 



a better way of informing the 
public. The Internet can play a 
role in a better informed citi- 
zenry, but public notices buried 
in government Web sites cannot 
replace the value delivered by 
newspapers. The permanence, 
stability and independent verifi- 
cation offered by publication of 
public notices in newspapers 
ensure citizens have access to 
bonafide, trusted information 
about the business of govern- 
ment. 
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Find out what your government is doing.

In observance of Fire Preven- 
tion Week, the following safety 
tips are being shared with the 
public by Irene Jenkins, Morgan 
County Emergency Management 
Director. 

Cooking With Care 

• Stay in the kitchen when you 
are frying, grilling, or broiling 
food. If you leave the kitchen for 
even a short period of time, turn 
off the stove. 

• Keep anything that can catch 
fire--potholders, oven mitts, 
wooden utensils, paper or plas- 
tic bags--away from your 
stovetop. 

• Wear short, close fitting or 
tightly rolled sleeves when cook- 
ing. Loose clothing can dangle 
onto stove burners and catch fire. 

• Always keep an oven mitt 
and lid handy. If a small fire starts 
in a pan on the stove, put on the 
over mitt and smother the flames 
by carefully sliding the lid over 
the pan. Turn off the burner. 
Don’t remove the lid until it is 
completely cool. 

Everyday Electrical Safety 

• Keep lamps, light fixtures, 
and light bulbs away from any- 
thing that can burn, such as lamp 
shades, bedding, curtains, and 
clothing. 

• Replace cracked and dam- 
aged electrical cords. 

• Use extension cords for tem- 
porary wiring only. Consider 
having additional circuits or re- 
ceptacles added by a qualified 
electrician. 

• Homes with young children 
should have tamper-resistant 
electrical receptacles. 

• Call a qualified electrician 
or landlord if you have recurring 
problems with blowing fuses or 
tripping circuit breakers, discol- 
ored or warm wall outlets, flick- 
ering lights or a burning or rub- 
bery smell coming from an ap- 
pliance. 

Healthy Heating 

• Install and maintain carbon 
monoxide alarms to avoid risk of 
carbon monoxide poisoning. 

• Maintain heating equipment 
and chimneys by having them 
cleaned and inspected every year 
by a qualified professional. 



• Keep all things that can burn, 
such as paper, bedding or furni- 
ture, at least 3 feet away from 
heating equipment. 

• Turn portable space heaters 
off when you go to bed or leave 
the room. 

• An oven should not be used 
to heat a home. 

Strike Out 

Smoking-materials Fires 

• If you smoke, choose fire- 
safe cigarettes if they are avail- 
able in your area. 

• If you smoke, smoke out- 
side. 

• Wherever you smoke, use 
deep, sturdy ashtrays. 

• Never smoke in a home 
where oxygen is used. 

• Keep matches and lighters 
up high in a locked cabinet, out 
of the reach of children. 

Candle With Caution 

• Keep candles at least 12 
inches from anything that can 
burn. 

• Use sturdy, safe 
candleholders. 

• Never leave a burning candle 
unattended. Blow out candles 
when you leave a room. 

• Avoid using candles in bed- 
rooms and sleeping areas. 

• Use flashlights for emer- 
gency lighting. 

Safety 101 

• Install smoke alarms in ev- 
ery bedroom, outside each sleep- 
ing area and on every level of the 
home. For the best protection, 
interconnect all smoke alarms 
throughout the home. When one 
sounds, they all sound. 

• Test smoke alarms at least 
once a month using the test but- 
ton. 

• Replace smoke alarms every 
10 years. 

• Make sure everyone can hear 
the sound of the smoke alarms. 

• Have a home fire escape 
plan. Know at least two ways out 
of every room. If possible, and a 
meeting place outside. Practice 
your escape plan twice a year. 

• When the smoke alarm 
sounds, get out and stay out. 

• If you are building or remod- 
eling your home, consider a resi- 
dential fire sprinkler system.

ARE YOU WARMING UP 
WITH SPACE HEATERS? 

• Use heaters on the floor. Never place heaters on furniture, since they may fall, dislodging 
or breaking parts in the heater, which could result in a fire or shock hazard. 

• Unless certified for that purpose, do not use heaters in wet or moist places, such as bath- 
rooms; corrosion or other damage to parts in the heater may lead to a fire or shock hazard. 

• Do not hide cords under rugs or carpets. Placing anything on top of the cord could cause 
the cord to overheat, and can cause a fire. 

• Do not use an extension cord unless absolutely neces- 
sary. Using a light-duty, household extension cord with 
high-wattage appliances can start a fire. If you must 
use an extension cord, it must be marked #14 or #12 A 
WG; this tells the thickness or gauge of the wire in the 
cord. (The smaller the number, the greater the thick- 
ness of the wire.) For example, a cord sold as an air 
conditioner extension cord will have these heavy wires. 

Do not use a cord marked #16 or #18 AWG. Only use 
extension cords bearing the label of an independent 
testing laboratory such a U.L. or E.T.L. 

• Be sure the plug fits snugly in the outlet. Since a loose plug can overheat, have a qualified 
repairman replace the worn-out plug or outlet. Since heaters draw lots of power, the cord 
and plug may feel warm. If the plug feels hot, unplug the heater and have a qualified 
repairman check for problems. If the heater and its plug are found to be working properly, 
have the outlet replaced. Using a heater with a hot cord or plug could start a fire. 

• If a heater is used on an outlet protected by a ground fault circuit interrupter (GFCI) and 
the GFCI trips, do not assume the GFCI is broken. Because GFCIs protect the location where 
leakage currents can cause a severe shock, stop using the heater and have it checked, even 
it if seems to be working properly.

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Hunters should follow safety laws 
to prevent hunting injuries, death 



As hunting seasons approach, 
Kentucky Department of Fish 
and Wildlife Resources officials 
are urging hunters to follow safe 
firearms handling rules and to 
always hunt with safety in mind. 
While specific details of the in- 
cidents are not being released due 
to pending investigations, pre- 
liminary evidence suggests 
nearly all could have been pre- 
vented. Four of the five deaths 
involved firearms. 

“It’s a matter of going back to 
the basics,” said Sgt. John Ander- 
son, with Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife’s Law Enforcement Di- 
vision. “Of all the incidents I’ve 
heard about, they all could have 
been avoided by following the 
basic safety rules.” 

Those rules include the basics 
of safe gun handling, laws that 
require hunter orange clothing 
during firearms deer and elk sea- 
son, mandatory hunter education 
requirements and tree stand 
safety. These rules, when fol- 
lowed at all times, make hunting 
a safe sport for all participants. 

“Almost all hunting incidents 
involve a lapse in following 
safety rules,” said Bill Baida, 
hunter education program super- 
visor for Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife. 

Basic gun safety rules include 
the following: 

• Always point your firearm in 
a safe direction. 

• Keep the firearm’s action 
open and the firearm unloaded 
until you are ready to shoot. 

• Know your target. Do not 
shoot at sound or movement. 

• Know what is beyond your 
target. Make sure there is a safe 
background that you will stop 
your bullet behind the target. 

• Do not hunt or shoot after 
drinking alcohol or taking drugs. 
Some prescription medications 
warn against operating machin- 
ery after taking them and should 
not be used when handling a fire- 
arm. 

Kentucky law requires hunt- 
ers to wear unbroken hunter or- 
ange clothing visible from all 
sides on the head, back and chest 
when hunting during a gun deer 
or elk season. Hunter orange 
clothing makes hunters more vis- 
ible and ensures they are not mis- 
taken for game. It also makes 
hunters visible in the background 
beyond someone else’s potential 
target. 

The law also requires adults to 
accompany at all times kids un- 
der the age of 16 who hunt deer, 
elk or turkey with a firearm. The 
adult must remain in a position 
to take immediate control of the 
child’s firearm at all times. Adults 
may not accompany more than 
two youth hunters at the same 
time. 

Additionally, adults must ac- 
company kids under the age of 12 
hunting any species with any 
equipment, if the child has not yet 
passed a hunter education course. 
Accompanying adults must re- 
main beside youth hunters, in a 



position to take immediate con- 
trol of the child’s bow or firearm 
at all times, and must meet 
Kentucky’s hunter education law. 

“All too often, what we’ll see 
is an adult taking a child hunting, 
but the adult wants to hunt him- 
self, so he takes up a position 
within sight but some distance 
away,” said Sgt. Anderson. 
“When hunting with a child, the 
child ha to be the priority.” 

Statistics show that hunting is 
one of the safest sports people can 
participate in. 

“In the last 15 years since 
hunter education became manda- 
tory, we average 4 1/4 incidents 
per 100,000 participants each 
year,” said Baida. 

This compares to a national 
average of more than 2,000 inci- 
dents per 100,000 participants in 
both football and basketball, and 
more than 1,000 each in soccer 
and baseball. 

“The problem with accidents 
in hunting is a higher proportion 
of fatalities,” said Baida. 

Up to one-fourth of hunting 
incidents involve the use of tree 
stands, and many of these are fa- 
tal. Hunters should always wear 
a safety harness to minimize risk. 

“It takes extra effort to be safe 
going up into a tree stand,” said 
Baida. “You need to be tied off 
going up, tied off while you’re in 
it, and tied off when you’re com- 
ing down.” 

Baida admits that many hunt- 
ers do not go to those lengths 
when using a tree stand. But tak- 
ing the time to do so could save a 
hunter’s life. 

“If everyone tied off going up

shooting at, hunting would be 
even safer than it is - and it is 
one of the safest sports you can 
take up,” said Baida. 

More than 300 hunter educa- 
tion courses are offered through- 
out Kentucky each year. The 
courses teach firearms and tree 
stand safety, hunting ethics and 
more. Hunter education is re- 
quired for all hunters born on or 
after Jan. 1, 1975, expect kids 
under 12 and hunters who are li- 
cense exempt. A one-time tempo- 
rary hunter education exemption 
permit is available for $5 online 
at fw.ky.gov, which allows hunt- 
ing for one year from the date of 
purchase without a hunter educa- 
tion card. All hunters who take 
advantage of the exemption per- 
mit, even if they are adults, must 
be accompanied by an adult who 
meets Kentucky’s hunter educa- 
tion law. Hunter education is 
strongly recommended for all 
hunters, even for those not legally 
required to take a course. 

Following safety rules at all 
times can prevent hunting inci- 
dents and save lives. For more 
information on safe hunting and 
to study Kentucky’s official hunt- 
ing safety course, visit 
www.hunter-ed.com. For infor- 
mation on hunting regulation, in- 
cluding full details of Kentucky’s 
hunter orange clothing law and 
rules for adults hunting with kids,

At Spurrier 

It was just one year ago that 
the Kentucky Wildcats traveled 
to Columbia, South Carolina 
with a perfect 5-0 record and a 
#8 national ranking. A win would 



have made UK the first team in 
the country to be bowl eligible — 
not to mention staking the Cats 
firmly atop the SEC’s tough east- 
ern division. 

But it simply wasn’t to be. 
Despite rolling up nearly 400 
yards of total offense, the Cats 
fumbled away any chance of vic- 
tory — including two that were re- 
turned for touchdowns by USC 
defensive end Eric Norwood. In 
front of a national television au- 
dience, the Cats missed on the 
perfect opportunity for a state- 
ment win. 

Of course, that “statement” 
win would come just one week 
later with a 43-37 triple overtime 
upset of then #1 ranked LSU. But 
the sting of the South Carolina 
loss has stuck in the minds of UK 



players, coaches and fans. And 
the Cats would love nothing bet- 
ter than to lay the wood to the 
Gamecocks this weekend in Lex- 
ington. 

And while stopping an eight- 
game skid to South Carolina 
would be sweet, the real motiva- 
tion is to beat Steve Spurrier. The 
’ole ball coach is a perfect 15-0 
against UK in his career. While 
at Florida, Spurrier was respon- 
sible for some of Kentucky’s 
most humiliating losses in the 
SEC — including a 73-7 shellack- 
ing in 1994 and a 65-point blow- 
out just two years later. 

Kentucky desperately wants 
to beat Spurrier — more than any 
other coach anywhere.

“I’m surprised that 
we were able to beat Bath after 
making so many mistakes.” 



In the fourth quarter, with the 
score still 8-6, the Cougars on a 
4th down and 4 situation on the 
49 yard line, called time out.

Brown had a sack, with an assist 
from Eli Haney. 

The win allowed the Cougars 
to finish the regular season un- 
defeated. It also made the Cou- 
gars the regular season confer- 
ence champs and guaranteed the 
Cougars home field throughout 
the playoffs.

The 
Cougar varsity team will host 
Nicholas County.

Fact or fiction, Swift Silver Mine Legend has lured 
searchers to this area of E. Ky. for over 200 years 



Part Six Of A Series 

(EDITOR’S NOTE: Despite 
debunkers, the tale of Jonathan 
Swift and his lost silver mines and 
Swift’s adventures in the wilder- 
ness of what is now this area of 
Eastern Kentucky has intrigued 
Kentuckians of all walks of life 
since the days of Daniel Boone. 
For well over 200 years, many 
have searched for the mines and 
caches of silver bars and coins 
recorded in a Journal supposedly 
kept by Swift and entrusted to a 
woman who befriended him as he 
lay dying. But as far as is known, 
no one to date has been success- 
ful and the story of the mine and 
its treasure remains a mystery. 
The following account of Swift 
and his comrades, gleaned from 
various historical works, was 
written by Earl W. Kinner, Sr., 
late publisher of this newspaper, 
and is reprinted from a June 1963 
edition of this paper.) 

Hunts, Finds Mine In 1760 

It was before the French and 
Indian War that the French lad 
Mundy revealed his secret to 
Swift, but they had to wait until 
after the war to locate the mine. 
The Journal tells of their search 
for the mine in 1760, thus — 

“The first trip we came Mundy 
got lost. We put our horses on the 
river called ‘Red.’ We put them 
in a place surrounded by cliffs and 
fastened to the entrance with 
grape vines. We crossed the river 
to the other side and wandered 
around all day and came back 
from where we started from. The 
next day Mundy said he would go 
down the river to the Indian Trace 
(trail). He would know the way 
then. He went down the river two 
or three miles west and found the 
Indian trail. So we wandered all 
that day and next. Late in the 
evening Mundy hollowed out, 
‘Here is the Myrtle thicket. I 
know the way now.’ 

“We went down a flight of In- 
dian stair steps at the top of the 
cliff and crossed to the other side. 
We climbed up and went 200 
yards on the second ledge and 
found the opening in the mines. 

“If you strike the creek below 
the furnace keep in the creek 
searching diligently for a big rock 
house on the left hand side about 
100 yards above the rock house, 
the furnace is in, the creek makes 
a bend or turn to the south and 
there is the fallen rock in the creek 
near the bend. If you discover the 
furnace to go to the middle mine, 
go up over a southeast course 
until you come to a remarkable 
hanging rock very high up with a 
gap in between it and a very large 
mountain on the site, within 100 
yards and you will find a line of 
rocks the mine is in. Search dili- 
gently for the said line rocks for 
the passage into the mine. 

37.56 Degrees North 

“The latitude of the mine is 37 
and 56 degrees north. 

“The last trip we came we saw 
our mine was so immensely rich 
it was decided by our party to 
abandon the mine for three years 
and for me to go to England to 



get a party interested to come 
over here and help work the mine 
on a large scale. Our mine was so 
much richer than any I had seen 
in England. There was smart talk 
of war. I talked so free in favor of 
a free country that I was arrested 
and put into prison. 

“When the war broke out the 
put me in th navy. I fought 



through the Revolutionary War 
and it was 15 years before I came 
back to Virginia. 

“When I returned I could not 
find any of the party; just suppos- 
ing they got killed in the war. The 
last I heard of Mundy he started 
to Kentucky with a party of six 
men to get the middle treasure. 
The hard winter I had spent in 



Kentucky and the exposure I had 
lost my eye sight. I got six men 
to come to Kentucky to see if we 
could locate the mine. By the time 
we had started my eye sight had 
failed so I led them only as the 
blind. I could not see for others 
but these rocks and hills were just 
as plain before my eyes as the day 
I had left them.”
